Secret Paris Talks to Resume Next Week 


KEY BISCAYNE (A P )-T he United States and 
North Vietnam announced Thursday they will re­ 
sume secret Paris meetings next week “for the pur­ 
pose of completing the text of an agreement” to end 
'the long and bitter Vietnam war. 
The wording of a terse joint announcement by 
the Florida White House and Hanoi indicated that 
tentative agreement had been reached on such ma­ 
jor points as a cease-fire, the return of prisoners 
and machinery to reshape Saigon’s government. 
U.S. officials refused to predict when the text 
would be completed. But they did nothing to erase 
the impression that only lesser details, such as the 
makeup of a peacekeeping force, stand in the way 


of signing of a final accord. 
Emphasizing that he was reading language ap­ 
proved by both the United States and North Vietnam, 
presidential press secretary Ronald L. Ziegler told 
newsmen: 
“Dr. Henry Kissinger will resume private meet­ 
ings with special adviser Le Due Tho and Minister 
Xuan Thuy on Jan. 23, 1973 for the purpose of com­ 
pleting the text of an agreement.” 
The North Vietnamese delegation in Paris said 
the top negotiators for each side would resume their 
talks “to complete the agreement on ending the war 
and re-establishing peace in Vietnam.” 
Hanoi’s announcement differed from the U. S. 


statement in referring to “the agreement” rather 
than "an agreement.” The North Vietnamese have 
demanded that the United States sign without ma­ 
jor revisions the agreement drafted in October. 
Major parts of the October draft were unaccept­ 
able to the Saigon government, and Ziegler’s refer­ 
ence to “an agreement” appeared to indicate a 
break with the October text could be expected. 
Asked later about the difference in language, 
Ziegler said: “The intention of both is the same. 
There is no substantive difference.” 
Communist officials in Paris could not be reached 
for comment. 
Comments by President Nixon’s spokesman ap­ 


peared to rule out a cease-fire until negotiations 
are complete. Earlier reports from Saigon forecast 
a unilateral cease-fire by the United States and 
South Vietnam on Friday, the eve of Nixon’s in­ 
auguration. 
Ziegler said he would not set a timetable or 
elaborate on the joint statement, citing an agree­ 
ment by both sides not to publicly discuss the sub­ 
stance of the Kissinger negotiations. But—in an in­ 
dication that the accord is still tentative—Ziegler 
later said he could not comment “until a final agree­ 
ment is reached.”

Bat the Democratic majority, 
protesting that Congress has 
been largely ignored by the ad­ 
ministration on key issues, .in­ 
tends to hold up action on four 
other cabinet appointments un­ 
til after Nixon’s, inauguration 
Saturday for a second term.

Army Official Claims Release 
Of Papers Could Have Aided Hanoi 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 
high-ranking Army staff official 
testified Thursday that release 
of the Pentagon Papers could 
have helped the North Vietnam­ 
ese plan a 1972 attack a gains.! 
South Vietnam. 
The statement by Army LI. 
Gen., William DePuy was the 
first point in the trial of Daniel 
Elisberg and Anthony Russo at 
which anyone claimed the re­ 
lease of the documents may 
have done harm. 
The government prosecutor, 
Asst. U.S. Atty. David Nissen, 
asked DePuy “what use” could 
have been made of the top se­ 
cret study on the Vietnam war 
if it had been, turned over to a 


foreign nation in 1969. Elisberg 
and Russo are said to have co­ 
pied the documents in 1969. 
“This document,” said De­ 
Puy, referring to a section deal­ 
ing* with the 1968 Tet offensive, 
“is an unusual one in that it is 
a report and assessment. . .of 
the North Vietnamese' attack in 
some detail by the senior uni­ 
formed official in the United 
States.. 
He referred to the 
former chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs 
of 
Staff, 
Gen. 
Earl 
Wheeler. 
“In it he analyzes and states 
the 
condition 
of 
Vietnam’s 
forces, the strengths and weak­ 
nesses of that attack," said 
DePuy, 
. in so doing, it pro­ 


vides information that the high 
command in Hanoi and South 
Vietnam certainly would find, 
interesting and useful to them, 
particularly if they had any in­ 
tention of doing it again, and 
they did do it again in 1972.”

levels;. 
Unfortunately, the concensus 


within the public sector seems 
to be that open meetings and 
open records are exclusively for 
the benefit of the news media 
— which is not the case at all. 
The “open” factor Is solely 
for the benefit, individually and 
collectively, 
of 
society, 
the 
citizenry, the individual citizen. 
The news media only happens 
to' be the “vehicle” for trans­ 
mission of the “open” to the 
individual citizen — keeping 
that individual citizen informed 
of what goes on within “his” 
tor her) 
own 
governmental 
function, .regardless of the level. 
'Thus the benefit accrues not 
to the 
news media 
(whose 
function is merely transmission) 
— but to an informed, or 
uninformed, public. 
For example, in recent years 
there has been much ruckus 
over what is to be “open” to 


the public on Pennsylvania’s 
legislative front — mo^t notably 
on the legislative committee 
level, 
where often 
“life 
or 
death” action is taken in secret 
on legislative gems. 
Citizen John Smith doesn’t 
have the slightest idea how his 
own elected representative (if 
he happens to be a member 
of the committee) voted, for or 
against reporting from com­ 
mittee for example, the anti­ 
abortion bill, nor does he have 
any idea how he argued for or 
against the measure in com­ 
mittee hassle and debate. 
This merely illustrate»' in a 
very small manner what hap­ 
pens when there is no “open 
m e e t i n g ” requirement — 
resulting notion ignorance in­ 
sofar as the news media is 
concerned, 
but 
rather 
the 
public, the citizenry, the in­ 
dividual. 


The whole thing has been 
pretty much a running battle, 
or squabble, between the media 
a n d 
various 
levels 
of 
bureaucracy over 'the years — 
particularly here in Harrisburg 
on the legislative front (as well 
as the executive branch). 
“Circumvention” 
continually 
seems to be the byword. 
In this 1973 legislative, session 
Republicans are In control of 
the House of Representatives, 
and as the controlling bloc are 
trying to rewrite some of the 
House rules — and one such 
effort is concerned with open 
committee' meeting's.. 
. The proposed changes state 
that “all meetings at which 
formal action is taken” shall 
be open to the public. That 
c e r t a i n 1 y sounds like a. 
true blood positive action — but 
wait, 
even 
if the 
best in­ 


terpretation is placed on the 
language there would seem to 
be a loophole. 
The 
committee 
chairman 
merely 
has 
to declare 
no 
“formal action” at a meeting 
— and close the doors, then 
open the meeting at which only 
the roll call is taken (formal 
a c t i o n ). But what about 
discussion on the part of the 
committee 
members, 
whose 
views in argument may be 
more important to citizen John 
Smith back home than the final 
vote? It’s still blacked out. 
Unfortunately,, t h. e s a. m e 
process holds on the local, level 
with school boards, borough, 
township, 
city 
and 
county 
government levels — which in 
its simplest sense is avoiding 
keeping the public informed. 
Citizen John Smith, is the loser 
—not the news media.

On Life in a Kibbutz

NEW YORK - Young Italian- 
American friend of mine named 
D on 
Digiesi, 
a 
fashion 
photographer 
more 
or 
less 
accustomed: to the p sh life, 
pulled! up stakes not long ago, 
set off for Israel, and joined 
a kibbutz. 
“It’s easier to join a kibbutz 
that way than sign up through 
the Jewish Agency in New 
York,” Don said. “ In New York 
they 
put 
you 
through 
a 
psychiatric test, want to know 
about your health and so forth. 
In Tel Aviv, you just walk into 
a kind of central employment 
agency., You te l them, you want 
to sign up. They show you a 
map of the various places, tell 
you what you’ll be working in 
— 
cotton, 
citrus, 
olives, 
manufacturing, so forth, and 
leave It up to you. 
“I chose Hamadya, a kibbutz 
a little south of the Sea of 
Galilee in the area of Tiberius 
a 
few kilometers 
from the 
Jordan border. Hamadya raises 
onions, 
pomegranates, 
sugar 
beets, stocks fish ponds, and 
builds about 70 per cent of all 
the doors in Israel. 
“I was listed as a volunteer. 
That means I’m a foreigner. 
The 
other classes 
are 
the 
r e g u l a r 
kibbutzniks. 
as 
everybody calls them — that’s 
their home, period — and the 
Ulpan. The Ulpans are also 
foreigners who plan to become 
citizens of Israel at some later 
date. They are given special 
classes in Hebrew. Still another 
group was the Garin, the Army 
contingent 
for 
defense 
and 
security. It’s like a tour of duty 
for them, and a lot of them 
later become regular members 
of the kibbutz. 
“It’s work, hard work. But 
if you get into the philosophy 
that you’re building a new land 
— the philosophy of Israelis — 
then the work is a joy, even 
though it can be tough and 
tedious, because you know that 
you’re useful — maybe the first 
time in your life that you’ve 
done something worth «dille. 
“The pay? Well, I was paid 
the equivalent of about $10 a 
month, American, plus $2.50 in 
credit, for candy and so forth 
at the kibbutz store. They give 
you everything you really .need: 
food, 
clothing, 
shelter. 
You 
could actually live there without 


ever spending' a .penny, 
give you 
coupons for; free 
cigarete, and when you run out 
of coupons you have to dip into 
capital. Or borrow. Everybody 
smokes, night and day. in the 
fields, factory — everywhere. 
“Hamadya is what’s called a 
rich kibbutz: 
two movies a 
week, 
a television room, a 
library 
that 
has 
a 
couple 
hundred books in English, a 
swimming' pool and, even a 
steam room. It has a little zoo 
for kids, a few deer and a crazy 
bird, a mynah I guess, who 
keeps yelling ‘Help me! Help 
me!*' The first time I heard it 
I thought it was a kid in trouble 
and ran around looking for the 
kid. It was the crazy bird: 
“The working hours vary. In 
the summer the kibbutzniks 
start working at 3 or 4 in the 
morning, 
after 
coffee,,- and 
knock of! about 3 or 4 in the 
afternoon. Trucks pick them up 
in the fields about daybreak and 
take them back to the dining 
hall for breakfast, and the tame 
is true at the lunch break. If 
the winter we’d, go into tta 
fields when the sun came uf 
over the Jordan hills about 1 
or 7:30 — work maybe until 
5. Depending. 
“For instance, I was working 
" in onions my last two weeks 
at Hamadya. You’ve got to 
weed them, you know. Weeds 
grow faster than onions and 
take the nourishment from the 
soil. So you’ve got to pull them 
out by hand. I 'never n e w 
weeds grew so fast. Sometimes 
it would take two of us to Hp 
out a weed that was treatening 
a whole row of onions. 
“There are soldiers all over 
the place, I guess, you 'know: 
y o u n g k i d s 
c a r r y i n g 
machineguns. like that. But, 
essentially, life on a kibbutz is 
peaceful. It’s really living with 
the land, living with nature. We 
could see Jordanians, working 
their 
fields. 
‘The 
friendly 
enemy,’ I called them. 
“I sensed one big thing, after 
that experience. I sensed the 
basic philosophy of the Israelis. 
They hope and pray 'they can 
live in peace in the land they’re 
building. But they know they’ll 
be picked on indefinitely/The 
Arabs will never let up on them. 
Particularly the Arab terrorists. 
But 'they also 'know that,, come 
what may, Israel will remain 
Israel.”

New blood test prevents drug overdose for epileptics

CHICAGO - The pretty, 
b l o n d e 19-year-old girl 
presented 
a 
puzzle. 
For 
several 
weeks 
she 
had 
become i n c r e a s i n g l y 
drowsy. She lost muscle co­ 
ordination, stumbling as she 
walked and unable to bold 
a glass in her trembling 
hands. 
During Christmas week, 
when everyone in the family 
was. festive, she remained 
in bed, unable to move. 
An epileptic patient, she 
was 
referred 
by 
her 
physician to the University 
of 
Illinois 
Epilepsy Con­ 
sultation Clinic where dif­ 
ficult cases wind up. 
A newly refined blood test 
uncovered the difficulty. She 
bad 
been 
unintentionally 
overdosed with phenobar- 
bital, \ i 
drug 
commonly 
used in treating epilepsy. 
Each new lethargic side 
effect led to the belief her 
brain problem 
was wor­ 
sening and resulted in a 
decision 
to 
step 
up the 
dosage of the barbiturate. 
Her 
blood 
had 
become 
super-aturated 
with 
seda­ 
tives. 
NEW DOSAGE 
Dr. 
Louis 
D. 
Boshes, 
clinic director, immediately 
withdrew the phenobarbital 
and started her anew on i 
n e w 
dos Age 
schedule, 
constantly 
checking 
the 
level in her .blood. 
She now "1s returning to 
normal and will soon leave 
the University of Illinois 
Hospital. 
“The key to solving the 
problem was 
the 
recent 
d e v e l o p m e n t of the 
technique to determine the 
concentration 
o f 
anti- 
e p i l e p t i c drugs,” said 
Boshes. 
“Now we are able to tell 
for the first time whether 
a patient is. getting enough 
medication, too much or too 
little. We no longer have to, 
depend on indirect deter­ 
mination 
of 
dosage. 
We 
have waited a long time for 
this laboratory test but it 
has been worth toe wait. It 
opens a new frontier in the 
treatment of epilepsy.”

ago, 
breakthroughs have been so 
few, they stand out. 
It was little more than 100 
years ago that an English 
doctor discovered almost by 
accident 
that 
sedatives 
called bromides would help 
check epileptic convulsions. 
In those days, epilepsy 
/was tied up with sex and 
since bromides 
depressed 
sexual desire, Sir Charles 
Locock began using them on 
epilepsy. 
But 
it 
soon 
became apparent the line 
between the anti-convulsant 
dose and the toxic dose was 
too fine for judicious use. 
Fifty-five 
years 
later, 
a scientist discovered that 
phenobarbital was a better 
anti-convulsant. It is still a 
mainstay 
and 
helpful i n 
preventing most types of 
seizures. 
The next big revolution 
came in the early 1930s with 
the introduction of EEG — 
letters standing for elec­ 
troencephalograph 
and 
meaning 
“electric 
brain 
writing. 


RECORD CURRENTS 
For 
the 
first 
time 
it 
became possible to record 
the tiny electric currents 
given off by the brain and 
determine from the graph 
they produced not only the 
presence of epilepsy but the. 
type. 
Prof. Frederic A. Gibbs 


and his wife, Erna Gibbs, 
of the University of Illinois 
n e u r p 1 o g y department 
pioneered interpretation of 
the EEG. 
9 
The next milestone came 
in 1938 when researchers 
developed dilantin, the first 
tailor-made anti-convulsant 
that was not a sedative.. 
In the years that have 
followed dilantin, 
doctors 
have bgeo equipped with a 
powerful armament of anti- 
epileptic drugs to permit 70 
per cent of the nation’s 
2,000,000 epileptics to lead 
normal lives. 
But the remaining 30 per 
cent have posed problems. 
They continue to develop 
electrical 
storms 
in 
the 
brain that lead to seizures, 
popularly called spells or 
fits. 
While there are a dozen 
types of seizures, the three 
most common are classified 
as grand mal, petit mal and 
psychomotor. 
The grand mal seizure is 
a major convulsion. In a 
typical attack there may be 
a 
loud 
groan 
or 
cry, 
followed by a sudden loss 
o f 
consciousness, 
then 
board-like rigidity quickly 
followed by jerking motions. 
After the seizure, which 
may last a minute to a half- 
hour or more, normal ac­ 
tivities can be resumed, 
although it often brings on 
sleep. 
The petit mal, usually 
o c c u r i n g 
in 
.middle 


childhood, are brief — 5, 10 
or 20 seconds but they may 
occur as often as 50 time’s 
a da y A .person having a 
"typical 
petit 
mal 
attack 
may appear to be merely 
staring into space. Or there 
are jerky movements of the 
eyes which may roll up­ 
ward. The head or arms 
also 
may 
jerk 
slightly. 
There is very brief loss of 
consciousness, which may 
c a u s e 
staggering 
or 
swaying. \ ’ 
Psychomotor s e i z u r e s 
are varied. In general, there 
may 
be 
one 
or 
more 
a u t o m a t i c 
repetitious 
movements 
that 
appear 
awkward and purposeless. 
Bizarre behavior may in­ 
clude temper tantrums, and 
belligerent behkvior. 


D EN Y CONTENTION 
However, authorities such 
as Gibbs deny that con­ 
tention 
that 
psychomotor 
epileptics are violent. 
“ You will read in novels 
and see in the movies all 
kinds 
of 
dramatizations 
about criminal activity and 
m u r d e r , ” he declared, 
‘"That is nonsense. There is 
no 
significant 
correlation 
b e t w e e n epilepsy 
and 
criminal 
tendencies. 
The 
psychomotor 
epileptic 
is 
u s u a l ! y 
c o n f u s e d , 
disoriented and poorly co­ 
ordinated during his seizure. 
He is usually easy to handle 
for 
he 
behaves 
like 
a 
drunken 
person. 
He 
can 
■usually 
be 
guided, 
and 


controlled with reassuring 
talk.” 
The unsolved problem in 
epilepsy lies in control of 
the 30 per cent of patients 
in the grand mal, petit mal 
and 
psychomotor 
groups 
who 
continue 
to 
have 
seizures because they are 
not faithful in taking drugs, 
are resistant to drugs or are 
h a v i n g 
difficulty 
with 
dosage. 
The ability to determine 
the blood level of the drug 
through the technique of pas 
l i q u i d 
chromatography 
(GLC) will cut sizably into 
these hundreds of thousands 
of poorly handled patients, 
in Boshes’ belief. 
Now' 
instead 
of 
using 
standard dosages based on 
how long the' patient has 
had seizures, how frequent, 
on whether he has different 
types of seizures and on the * 
degree of abnormality of the 
EEG. it will be possible to 
use GLC determinations to 
match blood concentrations 
of 
drugs 
precisely 
with 
symptoms. 
For example, a boy with 
‘ ‘ resist ant 
epilepsy ’ ’ 
was 
taking 
heavy 
doses 
of 
dilantin but it was found 
under GLC determinations 
that he did not absorb the 
drug well. He excreted it 
rapidly. 
As doctors gave 
him more dilantin, his body 
excreted it even more ef­ 
ficiently. Little remained in 
the blood stream to do him 
any good. 
Boshes 
took 
him 
off 


dilantin and put him on 
phenobarbital which he also 
poorly absorbed but more 
so than dilantin. 
“ Now 
his 
seizures are 
controlled on a dosage of 
phenobarbital 
that 
would 
knock out any grown man 
but this teen-ager’s blood 
level is in the optimal range 
and he feels just great,” 
said Boshes. 
Biochemist Eric Gibbs, a 
U n i v e r s i t y of Illinois, 
specialist in administering 
GIG tests, says there is now 
some indications that many 
epilepsy patients who have 
been 
well 
controlled 
ac­ 
tually do not 
need anti­ 
epileptic drugs. 
* 


LOW CON CEN TRATION 
“We 
are 
finding 
these 
patients with such a low' 
concentration of drugs in 
their blood stream that the 
absence of seizures cannot 
b e 
attributed 
to 
the 
presence of the medication. 
‘ ‘ T h e s e 
patients 
ap­ 
parently 
have 
been 
nor­ 
malized and no longer have 
e p i l e p s y . 
They 
have 
recovered from the disor­ 
der.” 
It is now possible that 
many 
of 
the 
doctors, 
lawyers, . m i n i s t e r s , 


e n g i n e e r s , 
teachers, 
salesmen. 
stenographers, 
dressmakers and reporters 
who 
have 
been 
taking 
medication may be relieved 
of the burden or if they are 
taking a variety of drugs 
could be reduced to one and 
their dosages re-adjusted, 
said 
Eric Gibbs, son of 
Professor Frederic Gibbs. 
GLC blood test given to 
patients 
at 
the start of 
treatment, will save weeks 
of 
trial 
and 
error 
in 
determining proper dosage. 
Tests at six-month intervals 
can determine if the dosage 
should be changed. 
The test provides a way 
of 
checking 
on 
whether 
p a t i e n t s are faithfully 
taking their medication. 
•"Patient reliability is a 
nagging question for many 
physicians,” 
said 
Boshes. 
“Studies have indicated that 
as 
many 
as 
half 
the 
epileptics in some clinics do 
not take their medications 
in the prescribed way. 
“They take their drugs 
only when they feel they 
need 
them 
without 
un­ 
derstanding 
t h a t 
many 
medications are absorbed so 
slowly that effective blood 
concentrations may not be 
reached for days or weeks.”

The double of a suit 
generally indicates support 
for at least two of the three

We are planning increases in the 
rates for some out-of-state calls. 


The American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company has filed a new schedule of inter­ 
state rates with the Federal Communications 
Commission which increases charges for some 
customer-dialed calls during weekday busi­ 
ness hours, for some operator-assisted 
calls, for some person-to-person calls, and for 
WATS (Wide Area Telecommunications Service). 
AH rates for interstate Long Distance calls 
you dial yourself without operator assistance 
in the evenings, at night, and on weekends will 
remain unchanged. 
T h e n e w rates fo r Long Distance calls be­ 
come effective on January 22. 1973. The new 
rates for WATS become effective on March 13, 
1973, unless suspended by the FCC. 


Here are the provisions of the new 
interstate rates: 
1. Some of the rates for station-to-station 
calls you dial yourself without operator 
assistance from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m., Monday 
through Friday, will be increased five 
cents or 10 cents for the first three minutes. 
2. Some of the rates in all time periods for 
operator-assisted station-to-station calls 
(that includes credit-card. collect, third- 
number. hotel-guest, and coin telephone 
calls) will be Increased five cents for the 
first three minutes. 
3. Some rates for person-to-person calls in 
atlliine periods will be increased five cents 
or 10 cents for the first three minutes. 
4. The rates for each additional minute on 
some calls in all time periods will be 
raised in a range from one cent to five cents. 
5. Interstate WATS rates will be increased 
about two percent. 
6. Kates for station-to-station calls you dial 
yourself without operator assistance dur­ 
ing evenings, nights, or weekends will 
remain the same. 


Interim rates and supporting data have been 
filed with the Federal Communications Com­ 
mission. The increases for Long Distance calls 
have been authorized by the FCC on an interim 
basis to be effective January 22,1973. The FCC 
will conduct additional hearings on the lawful­ 
ness of the rates, and FCC rules permit any in­ 
terested persons to appear and participate. 
This will be only the second general increase 
in interstate Long Distance rate levels in al­ 
most 20 years. During this period, in spite of 
inflation, interstate Long Distance rates have 
been reduced repeatedly. Even with this in­ 
crease, the level of the new rates will still be 
below the 1953 level. Yet in those 20 interven­ 
ing years, the cost of living has gone up more 
than 50 percent. The new rates are designed to 
increase total revenues from interstate service 
by about two percent.

Undressing-With-Anxiety’ Method is Used to Cure Exhibitionists

Exhibitionists make up about 
a third of the sex offenders 
appearing before the courts. 
One out of four has had a 
previous conviction for sexual 
exposure. 
Psychiatrists d e s pa i r in 
treating 
exhibitionists, 
par­ 
ticularly those who have normal 
sexual outlets. 
Some psychiatrists have at­ 
tempted to pass the problem off 
by stressing that it is relatively 
harmless. The general public, 


however, does not share this 
enlightened view, especially if 
the exhibitionist exposes himself 
to a child. 
As a result, courts feel 
compelled to hand out prison 
sentences even though all ex­ 
perts agree jailing does not cure 
the problem. 
A psychiatrist in Australia is 
now reporting on a novel 
technique that apparently has 
cured an offender, a 33-year-old 
married father of five who 
habitually undressed in the 
bushes at dusk., waited until a 


young girl approached and 
leaped out exposing himself. 
Treatment consisted of having 
the patient strip naked before 
several members of the hospital 
staff, including doctors, nurses 
and 
occupational 
therapists, 
both male and female. 
The deliberate exposure was 
carried out progressively over 
a four-week period. The patient 
was required to undress before 
a full-length mirror. Video tape 
recordings were taken and 
played back to him. Discussion 
was carried on .as. he stood

psychiatry. Dr. Jim. Stevenson 
said the patient apparently is 
cured. 
At the time of publication, the

Stevenson said it still is not 
clear why the treatment seems 
to work but that probably a 


conditioning factor is involved. 
The undressing treatment is 
carried out in a tense at­ 
mosphere amidst great anxiety 
for the patient. Dr. Jules 
M a s s e r m a n , Northwestern 
University psychiatrist, points 
out that anxiety can Suppress 
even strong biological urges. 
Repetitious activity associated 
with anxiety eventually comes 
to a halt, he contends. 
“Work with other patients is 
currently proceeding,” Steven­ 
son adds.

You are reflecting thoughtfully today on the sale 
of the New York Yankees by CBS, at a loss exceeding 
53 million, and you conclude that the netw ork’s de­ 
cision was intelligent, in view of the circum stances. 
CBS bought the club in 1965 m ainly because it was 
glam or-struck. 
That m ay seem absurd for an organization of such 
super sophistication. But owning the Yankees at that 
tim e was very special, and the prospects for excite­ 
m ent were appealing. 
Instantly, CBS was m ade to face a Congressional 
investigation to explain the purchase. 
And then a 
point of ethics was raised over w hether a com pany 
engaged nationally in the news business should own a 
franchise. 
In other words, is it proper to be a reporter and an 
owner at the sam e time? 
Riding out these waves, the network went from 
philosophical problem s to those m ore tangible. 
DOWN T R EN D 
Having purchased a club that had won 29 of the 
previous 44 pennants, the new ownership watched a 
decline on the field. 
It saw' the sam e in the stands. 
Having once accounted for 30 per cent of the total at­ 
tendance in the A m erican League, the Y ankees had 
slipped. 
But the foregoing reasons w ere incidental to one 
of far m ore concern to CBS. Owning the Y ankees had 
ceased to be fun, 
A colossal argum ent had developed in the Bronx 
over what to do about the Stadium . 
It reposes in a 
neighborhood that will never rem ind you of a quaint 
Swiss village. The football G iants were fleeing to New 
Jersey. The m ayor of New York was trying to keep 
the baseball franchise by prom oting a Stadium reno­ 
vation package. 
A New York-based corporation, CBS couldn’t break 
faith with the city. But it couldn’t enjoy the m oney 
fight over the Stadium , nor the prospect of living the 
rest of the century in the Bronx. 
Now turning to the baseball front, w hat did it see? 
It saw the possibility of another player strike. 
It 
acknowledged im m inent changes in the reserve clause, 
which would m ake operating considerably tougher. 
CBS didn’t buy the yankees as a source of grief. 
If it wanted, a headache, it could always go back to 
televising soccer. 
Thus, it made the decision last week to depart base­ 
ball, The car tarnation of owning1 the Yanks long gone, 
it unloaded the club for roughly $10 million. 
You sit down a moment to think about the sale 
price, staggeringly low, and you wonder what impact 
this is going to .have not only on baseball, but on other 
prof ess ional sports. 
As you possibly know, there is no conventional 
market price on. sports franchises. Emotional com­ 
modities, they bring only what some die-hard fan, 
or exhibitionist, or speculator is willing to pay. 
Up until the time that Leonard Tose bought the 
Philadelphia Eagles for $16 million, no one had paid 
more than. $10 million for a football franchise. 
_ Instantly, horizons 'were broadened on the value of 
this 'item. Buyers at that price 'were not plentiful, but 
the mere fact that one abounded established new hope. 
It 'was the same in basketball when Jack. Kent 
Cooke bought the L. A, Lakers for $5,175,000, a startl­ 
ing price at the time. 
Now we see a figure of only $10 million fixed, to 
the New York Yankees, less than what they cost eight 
years ago, and we have to 'believe that owners are 
kind of pale. 
Has the value of sports franchises at last crested? 
.Were football people deluding themselves when they 
assured us that National League teams soon would 'be 
going for $25 million? 
AN O TH ER Q UESTIO N 
A. man recently paid $1.9 million for the Los Angeles 
Rams. 
Will that establish, precedent for the next 
purchase, or will buyers be guided, in effect, by what 
happened, to the Yankees, taking the position, that wild 
prices in every sport are out? 
Pondering' the demands of athletes these days, the 
attitudes of courts and. the harassment by government, 
one isn’t exactly encouraged to think about, the pur­ 
chase of a sports francise. 
In. retrospect, you wipe away a tear for CBS. For 
all its trouble, it never enjoyed, the Yankees. It was 
like marrying the world's most beautiful woman and 
discovering she was an ice cube.

Now 
he preaches out of an in­ 
dependent Fresno Pentecostal 
church called Faith Chapel. 
As a former high priest of 
Satan and co-author of a new 
book called “The Satan-Seller,” 
Warnke presents himself as an 
expert on the devil. 
“Satanism is a gigantic ego 
trip,” he said during a press 
conference. 
“You 
climb 
to 
achieve power and you hate 
anything 
that gets 
in 
your 
way.” 
A s k e d 
to 
describe 
the 
mechanics of gaining personal 
power through Satan, Warnke 
said it’s a question of gaining 
a “working personal relation­ 
ship” with the devil: “He has 
the power.” 
As a Satanist in the old days, 
he supplied some of his own 
blood for drinking at black 
masses. He says he knows of 
others who supplied some of 
their own flesh. 
His book is a combination 
blackboard, asphalt and you- 
name-it jungle of meanness, 
o r n e r i n e s s 
and 
dog-eat 
dogishness. 
It’s as if a bunch of real mean 
cats got together to do what 
the bikers do and picked Satan 
as a convenient symbol and 
rallying point. 
Except to Warnke and his 
fellow followers of Jesus, this 
Satan is not symbol: He’s real.

Divorce to 
Help Wife 


ST. 
PETERSBURG, 
Fla. 
(AP) — Steelworker Howard 
Thomas loves his dying wife of 
32 years, but is suing her for 
divorce' in an effort to regain 
lost welfare benefits. 
“There is no other answer,” 
Thomas said in an interview 
Thursday. “I’m going to get a 
divorce in order to help my 
wife. I love her but I’m at the 
end of my rope.” 
Thomas’ ordeal began in No­ 
vember when the state Division 
of Family Services, which ad­ 
ministers the federal Medicaid 
program in Florida, cut off the 
$117 a month he had been re­ 
ceiving for his wife Ruth, 45, 
who is confined to a nursing 
home suffering from the ad­ 
vanced stages of multiple scle­ 
rosis. 
The couple has six children, 
two of whom still live at home. 
Thomas said his grown children 
don’t have the money to help 
support their mother. 
State 
officials 
explained, 
Thomas said, that they had 
made a mistake 17 months ear­ 
lier in ruling him eligible for 
the program. Thomas said he 
was told that his monthly in­ 
come of $550 was $123 above 
the maximum amount a person 
can make and still qualify for 
Medicaid benefits. 
"They said they were sorry 
but there was nothing they 
could do,” Thomas said. 
Without 
the 
welfare 
aid. 
Thomas said, he cannot afford 
the $500 a month it costs to 
keep his wife in the nursing 
home. 
Thomas said 
the 
divorce, 
which becomes final in about 10 
days, will allow his wife to 
qualify for benefits because she 
will then be without any means 
of support. 
“I can’t help but feel guilty 
about it, but there was nothing 
else I could do,” he said. “ I 
just thank God she won’t have 
to know about it. She’s nothing 
but a vegetable anymore. She 
can’t talk and she can’t under­ 
stand. 
She's 
just 
dwindling 
away.” 
Since the aid was cut off, 
Thomas said, he has amassed a 
$2,000 bill with the nursing 
home and doesn't have the 
money to pay it. 


Representative Urges 
Penal System Probe 
HARRISBURG (AP) - Rep. 
Harry R. J. Comer, sponsor of 
a bill last year to reinstitute 
the death penalty in Pennsylva­ 
nia, called Thursday for a leg­ 
islative investigation of the en­ 
tire state penal system. 
“Recent occurrences such as 
the escape of seven inmates 
from the Western Penitentiary 
in Pittsburgh, including three 
convicted murderers, may in­ 
dicate a need for a complete 
overhaul of the administration 
of our penal system,” said the 
Philadelphia Democrat. 
Comer introduced a resolu­ 
tion calling for a penal probe 
by the House state government 
committee, of which he is rank-, 
ing minority member.

houses are bringing out books 
on Satan, including the popular 
Hal Lindsey’s “Satan is Alive 
and Well on Planet Earth.” 
The 
Rev. 
Richard Woods’ 
book, “The Occult Revolution,” 
published by Herder and Herder 
in 1971, documents the rise of 
o c c u l t 
and 
Satan-oriented 
practices. 
Father Woods, a Dominican 
priest who teaches at Chicago’s 


Loyola University, contends that 
occultism rises in popularity 
when institutional religion fails 
to produce the goods. 
The goods in this case are 
psychic ones — the sense of 
being in touch with mystery, 
a feeling of being loved by God, 
a worship experience that in 
some way takes one on a 
“trip.” 
It’s all one, says Warnke. All 


occultism, down to reading your 
horoscope: in a daily newspaper, 
is a romp on the “fringes” of 
Satanism, he says. 
At the end of his book he 
lists reasons for interest in the 
occult. 
Among these is “the lack of 
governmental regulatory control 
over 
the 
news 
media, 
en­ 
tertainment 
and 
commercial 
products” that promote interest 


in the occult. 
Another is “the present state 
of progress in psychic and 
parapsychological 
research, 
which has led people to think 
the occult “is really a science.” 
Warnke includes ESP (ex­ 
trasensory perception) research 
among dabbling in the occult 
that borders on Satanism. 
The California speed-shooters 
whom he once ran with found 


Satan relevant to their pur­ 
poses.
